as a battle over free speech: How do you 
determine which video games are protected 
forms of art and which are patently violent 
and offensive?

What’s up with the current 
Supreme Court case? 

The justices are hearing arguments about a 
California law that would prohibit retailers 
from selling violent video games to people 
younger than 18. 

What defines a 'violent video 
game’? 

The California law said the games have to be 
pretty darn violent to qualify for the ban. Op- 
tions given to players must include “killing, 
maiming, dismembering, or sexually assault- 
ing an image of a human being.” 

Who gets to decide if a game 
qualifies as that violent? 

That’s a big question for the court. Video 
game makers are framing the argument 


Do violent video games make 
kids violent? 

Psychologists have been arguing about this 
for awhile. 

What’s the most violent video 
game? 

“Postal 2,” according to a 2009 list of the 
10 most violent video games published by 
askmen.com. That site calls the game “the 
epitome of senseless, over-the-top video 
game violence.” 

A similar 2009 ranking from PC World 
puts “Dead Space” among the most violent 
games. In justifying that ranking, the site 
says: “Let’s put it this way: In order to suc- 
cessfully kill creatures, you must dismember 
them. As in, lop off their arms and legs with 
lasers.” 


The U.S. Supreme Court on Tuesday began hearing a case about violent video 
games and their potential effect on young people. 

Sound familiar? This debate has been raging in the U.S. for more than a 
decade. 

So what issues are at stake in this case? What evidence is there to support 
the argument that shoot-’em-up video games encourage kids to be violent or 
become desensitized to violence? 

And what’s the trend with labeling violent games — and does it work?

‘DADT’s’ victims 
are in uniform 

The “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy that bans gays and lesbians from 
serving openly in our armed forces for no other reason than outdated 
bigotry and homophobia is one of the few political issues on which 
most Americans agree. Poll after poll shows Americans from every 
walk of life, regardless of party affiliation, religion, race or any other 
factor oppose the ban and support a full repeal— by more than 
70 percent in some cases. 

Yet this issue has become a land mine for the Obama administra- 
tion. The lack of focus, planning and, most of all, leadership have 
turned an already horrendous policy into an even more dangerous 
situation for gay and lesbian service members. 

Take a quick look at recent events and the ensuing confusing news 
reports that flooded the media. 

First, the Senate tried and failed to attach a repeal of “DADT” to 
the Defense Department authorization bill in September. To stop 
repeal, a unanimous GOP block of senators led by John McCain 
filibustered the bill for the first time in Senate history 

A federal court then found “DADT” to be unconstitutional and or- 
dered discharges to be stopped immediately. News channels (and social 
networks) lit up with the “news” that the “DADT” policy was dead. 

Yet, in a controversial move, Obama’s Justice Department not only 
asked for an immediate stay of that decision, but also appealed it to 
higher courts, defending a law it repeatedly has said should be ended. 

So the ban was maybe off if the Senate acted, then back on when 
it failed, then back off when the courts struck it down, then back on 
when the administration that wants it gone defended it and had it put 
back in place. For now 

Confused? You aren’t alone. 

Those who suffer the most from this ongoing confusion are the gay 
and lesbian service members. They are unsure whether it’s safe to come 
out as the conflicting information mounts, not to mention the threat of 
supportive colleagues outing them by accident, thinking they are safe. 

These gay and lesbian soldiers also must serve in silence while 
they hear an administration that has promised to end the ban defend 
“DADT” with offensive rhetoric, such as the Pentagon survey asking 
the troops’ feelings about showering with gay and lesbian colleagues — 
as if those scary gays can’t be trusted in showers and should be per- 
haps put in segregated barracks. It creates a dangerous environment 
that is ripe for harassment and violence. 

We need real leadership that ends the confusion and the danger 
it creates for our men and women serving. President Obama should 
immediately issue a stop-loss order to halt discharges until the court 
cases are done or Congress acts to repeal “DADT.” We need our lead- 
ers to stand up and tell the American people where we stand, to cut 
through the noise and insanity Only then will our service members 
who bravely serve be safe from “DADT’s” perilous roller coaster.

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REPUBLICANS MAKE GAINS ON HOUSE; 
OEMS POISED TO KEEP HOLD ON SENATE

WASHINGTON Two years ago, Barack Obama 
promised change. On Tuesday the voters 
made a change of their own. 

In a tidal wave of anger and anxiety they 
voted President Obama’s Democrats out of 
office from coast to coast, sweeping them out 
of power in the House of Representatives and 
slashing their once near-invincible numbers in 
the Senate. Democrats appeared likely to hold 
a narrow Senate majority as of press time. 

The vote changed the balance of power in 
Washington, slammed the brakes on Obama’s 
agenda and ignited anew the central question 
of what the country wants from its govern- 
ment. It also reopened debate over whether 
either major political party is anywhere near 
forging a durable majority coalition. 

One passionate phenomenon more than 
any other colored the politics of 2010: the 
Tea Party grassroots rebellion, aimed first at 
establishment Republicans, then at the Dem- 
ocrats who controlled Washington until Tues- 
day Tea Party-backed Senate candidates won 
in Florida and Kentucky— holding those seats 
for the GOP— but fell short in Delaware, 
where Republicans hoped to pick up the seat 
once held by Vice President Joe Biden. 

Ultimately though, Tuesday’s vote was 


mostly about Obama, and about the country 
that sent him to the White House with great 
hopes, then watched in mounting frustration 
as unemployment increased despite his mas- 
sive expansion of government spending and 
debt, analysts said. 

“This president has overpromised and un- 
derdelivered. People expected more change 
than they got,” said Larry Sabato, director 
of the Center for Politics at the University 
of Virginia. ‘Americans are trying to issue a 
midterm correction to Obama, to nudge him 
back to the middle, where they thought he 
was when they elected him. They’re surprised 
he’s as liberal as he’s been.” 

Most presidential parties lose seats in the 
House of Representatives in the president’s 
first midterm election; since i960, the aver- 
age loss has been 22.6 seats. 

Over the past 80 years, only two presidents 
have seen their party gain House seats in their 
first midterm elections— Franklin D. Roos- 
evelt in 1934 and George W Bush in 2002. 
Each had unusual circumstances— voters 
rallied to FDR’s Democrats as he marshaled 
the federal government to fight the Great 
Depression and to Bush’s Republicans in the 
aftermath of the 2001 terrorist attacks. 

However, the wholesale rejection of 



Obama’s party was deeper than average. 

Why? One key reason is the economy Al- 
though it’s rebounded weakly from its col- 
lapse, the recovery has been painfully slovy and 
unemployment remains high at 9.6 percent. 

For voters, the economy eclipsed all other 
issues Tuesday according to exit polls; more 
than 80 percent of voters said they’re wor- 
ried about the country’s direction and about 
half said they think that Obama’s policies are 
hurting the country 

Obama also overpromised, encouraged by 
an often enthusiastic news media that greeted 
his candidacy and election with comparisons 
to Abraham Lincoln and FDR. The self-pro- 


claimed apostle of “hope” and “change” set 
himself up to disappoint voters, experts say 

He promised to change the way Washing- 
ton works, but he eventually resorted to back- 
room deals to push a health care overhaul 
through Congress. 

He kept troops in Iraq, escalated the war 
in Afghanistan and kept open the prison at 
Guantanamo Bay Cuba— to the disappoint- 
ment of young and liberal voters who helped 
propel him to the White House. 

A second major factor: Obama and Demo- 
crats in Congress overreached, according to 
analysts. After winning control of Congress in 
2006 and the White House in 2008, Demo-

crats thought the country wanted a sweeping 
expansion of government programs, as in FDR’s 
New Deal in the 1930s and Lyndon Johnson’s 
Great Society in the 1960s. It wasn’t all Obama’s 
fault. In one way voters Tuesday corrected them- 
selves after overreaching in the past two elections. 

Angry at George W. Bush and Republican rule 
over the war in Iraq, mushrooming deficits and a 
collapsing economy, voters in 2006 and 2008 sent 
15 new Democrats to the Senate and 54 new Dem- 
ocrats to the House. 

Many were from conservative districts. On 
Tuesday voters in many of those districts reverted 
to their natural state, throwing the Democrats out 
and returning Republicans.

The first governor race since Rod Blagojev- 
ich’s mammoth corruption scandal was a dead 
heat late Tuesday as turnout in heavily Demo- 
cratic Chicago kept Gov Pat Quinn competi- 
tive against Republican state Sen. Bill Brady 

With 94 percent of precincts counted, un- 
official totals showed Quinn at 47 percent and 
Brady at 46 percent. Quinn’s lead was slightly 
less than 11,000 votes and narrowed through- 
out most of the evening as returns rolled in 
from downs tate. A trio of third-party candi- 
dates had a combined 8 percent. 

A Quinn victory would be the most signifi- 
cant of his three-decade-long political career 
as a populist activist-turned-politician. He’s 
been state treasurer and lieutenant gover- 
nor, but became the “accidental governor” 22 
months ago after the disgraced Blagojevich 
was impeached and removed from office. 

The governor also was trying to keep Demo- 
crats in control of an office won in 2002 follow- 
ing the scandal-tarred tenure of Republican 
Gov George Ryan. Ryan was later convicted 
on federal corruption charges, sending the 
state GOP into a downward spiral. 

But it was the arrest of Blagojevich nearly 
two years ago that gave Brady and Repub- 
licans hopes of seizing it back in Tuesday’s 
election. The GOP also sought to blame 
the state’s severe economic problems on the 
Democratic one-party rule of Springfield. 

Regardless of the outcome, the winner fac- 
es a troubled Illinois government, its finances 


among the worst in the nation. 

Lawmakers are scheduled to return to 
Springfield for the lame-duck session Thurs- 
day and hope to know whom they’ll be dealing 
with in the governor’s mansion by then. 

The governor’s race spawned more than 
$10.5 million in Chicago TV ads, the lion’s 
share negative. Brady received $4.7 million 
from the Republican Governors Association 
to help with ad buys and the group is spend-

Kirk wins Obama’s old Senate seat

Republican Mark Kirk captured

As the night wore on, Kirk took 
control of what had been a tight 
race for what were actually two 
parallel elections— one for a new six-year 
term and the other for a little more than a 
month, the result of a court order to fill the 
rest of Obama’s former term. 

That means Kirk likely will be able to cast 
a critical tax-cut vote in the upcoming lame- 
duck session of Congress. 

Giannoulias addressed the crowd of dis- 
couraged supporters at a downtown Chicago 


hotel shortly before midnight, tell- 
ing them that he wanted to con- 
gratulate Kirk and eliciting some 
boos from the crowd. “I just spoke 
to the congressman, and he made 
a promise to me that he will never 
forget who he is fighting for,” Gi- 
annoulias said. “I think he will 
make a good senator.” 

The finish was a fitting end to 
what had been a neck-and-neck campaign 
fueled by millions of dollars in spending by 
outside groups. During the campaign, Kirk’s 
embellishments about his military career and 
Giannoulias’ controversies over his family 
bank and a troubled college savings program 
provided rich fodder for a barrage of attack 
ads leveled by both candidates as well as third- 
party special-interest groups.

Madigan, who is seek- 
ing a third term, claimed 65 percent 
of the vote to Republican Steve 
Kim’s 32 percent.

Illinois voters at press time were 
favoring giving themselves a limited 
ability to recall wayward governors 
should the state encounter another 
Rod Blagojevich or George Ryan in 
the coming decades.

Independent Forrest Claypool con- 
ceded to Democrat Joe Berrios in 
the hard-fought contest for Cook 
County assessor, Claypool’s cam- 
paign manager said.

Alderman announces he has tonsil cancer, still will run for re-election in ward

An upbeat Aid. Robert Fioretti announced 
Tuesday he has cancer and will not run for 
mayor of Chicago, but will run for re-elec- 
tion in his ward. 

“I’m not afraid of the fight, and although 
I couldn’t expect this one, I’m going to give 
it all I’ve got,” Fioretti said. 

Fioretti, 57, is a first- term alderman who 
has differed with Mayor Daley on budget 
issues. He was the only alderman still ex- 
pected to get into the race for mayor, at 
least until Sheriff Tom Dart’s surprise an- 
nouncement last week that he would not 
run. 

Because he was expected to run for may- 
or and not alderman, Fioretti could find 
himself facing competition in a re-election 
effort for his booming 2nd Ward, which in- 


cludes part of the Loop and areas on the 
Near Southwest and Northwest sides. 

Fioretti said he does not know whom he 
will support in the mayoral elections, but 
that he has been contacted by four candi- 
dates in the past few days, some of whom 
have asked to meet with him. 

“I will be sitting down in the next cou- 
ple of weeks with some of the candidates 
once they qualify or once they submit 
their petitions to be on the ballot,” Fio- 
retti said. 

Dr. Steven DeAngeles, Robert Fioretti’s 
doctor, said the alderman has stage 3 can- 
cer of the tonsils, but that the prognosis 
for his recovery is good. 

This form of cancer is fairly rare, 
DeAngeles said, and may have been caused 
by genetic predisposition or environmen- 


tal factors. 

Fioretti said that despite his illness, he 
had no doubts about his abilities to serve. 

“I wouldn’t run for re-election if there 
was any question in my mind that I could 
not serve the people of the 2nd Ward or 
the people of the city of Chicago 100 per- 
cent,” Fioretti said to reporters outside his 
office at City Hall. 

Fioretti said he underwent surgery to re- 
move his tonsils Oct. 20 and will undergo 
seven weeks of radiation and three sessions 
of chemotherapy at Northwestern Memo- 
rial Hospital starting later this month. 

He said he will continue to campaign 
throughout his treatment and is not run- 
ning for mayor because the treatments will 
take two hours out of his schedule each 
day

The U.S. intercepted a shipment of packages a 
few weeks ago that was headed for Chicago and 
might have been a “dry run” by al-Qaida in Ye- 
men, according to an American official. 

The official said “there were some packages 
that attracted our attention several weeks ago 
that were interdicted and searched, but noth- 
ing other than books and literature were found 
in them.” The official said there were concerns 
about the packages because they were shipped 
from Temen and “there were connections to 
someone tied to the al-Qaida affiliate in Yemen.” 
The story first was reported by ABC News. 

The official said it is now believed the terror- 
ists were “trying to learn something about the 
system,” how packages move from overseas loca- 
tions to the U.S. 

The official would not comment on where the 
packages were to be delivered in Chicago. 

According to the official, the reason the U.S. 
mobilized so quickly last week when tipped off 
about possible bombs in cargo packages coming 
from Temen was because of the previous incident. 

“It’s why we pulled out all of the stops,” the of- 
ficial said. 


Police shoot, 
kill man who 
dragged officer

Chicago police shot and killed a man who 
dragged an officer nearly a block during a drug 
bust in the Chicago Lawn neighborhood on the 
South Side, authorities said Tuesday 

The shooting occurred at about 1 p.m. near 
59th Street and Western Avenue as officers were 
“conducting surveillance in an area known for 
high gang and narcotic activity” police said in a 
statement. 

Officers tried to stop a vehicle involved in a 
drug buy but the driver fled and dragged one of 
the officers, police said. An officer opened fire and 
struck the man. Police said they recovered drugs. 

The man was taken to Stroger Hospital, where 
he was pronounced dead at 2:10 p.m., according 
to the Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

A police officer was taken to Holy Cross Hos- 
pital for a minor shoulder injury, a Fire Depart- 
ment spokesman said.

T omas death toll rises 


MIAMI The death toll attributed 
to Hurricane Tomas, which swept 
through the West Indies island of St. Lucia 
last weekend, rose Tuesday to 12 and Prime 
Minister Stephenson King issued a decla- 
ration of disaster. 

“No one could have adequately prepared 
for the event as the hurricane moved very 
slowly a mere 8 mph over the country and 
deposited two years’ annual rainfall in a 24- 
hour period,” said June Soomer, an official 
in the prime minister’s office. 

Tomas hit St. Lucia as a Category 1 hur- 
ricane Sunday morning and caused major 
damage by the time its winds subsided 
Monday night. 

“Roads and bridges have collapsed, 
schools damaged ... homes have been 
destroyed,” Soomer said. Some towns,

including the town of Soufriere on the 
southwest coast, were reachable only by 
sea, she said. 

But two bridges in the north have been 
partially reopened so people can get from 
the fishing village of Gros-Islet to the capi- 
tal city, Castries, she said. 

Hewanorra International Airport has 
reopened. 

Aid from the U.S. and France was ex- 
pected to arrive Tuesday to help clear 
roads, Soomer said. 


But access to fresh water remained a 
concern: Soomer predicted damaged wa- 
ter mains would be “at least halfway back 
to normal” by the end of the week. 

Meanwhile, Jamaica’s government is- 
sued a hurricane watch for the island late 
Tuesday afternoon as Tomas continued 
its trek through the region. Since striking 
the Windward Islands, which include St. 
Lucia, Tomas emerged into the Caribbean 
Sea and weakened into a tropical storm. 
However, it was expected to re-intensify 
and take a sharp right turn, forecasters said 
Tuesday 

People in Haiti and the Dominican Re- 
public were urged to monitor the progress 
of Tomas, which could pose a “significant 
threat” to those areas later in the week, the 
National Hurricane Center said.

‘Hellcab’ playwright 
Will Kern’s ‘Kid Sister’ 
premieres at Profiles 

By Julia Borcherts 

“Slam! Bang! Boom! Louder, faster, funnier.” 

That’s how playwright Will Kern (below) describes 
theater writing in Chicago. He considers himself a 

Chicago writer despite the fact 
that he was born in Texas and 
now lives and teaches col- 
lege in Seoul, Korea. In 1986, 
Kern moved to Chicago with 
Tracy Letts (who later became 
the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
playwright of ‘August: Osage 
County”) because they “heard 
it was the place to be.” In 
1992, Famous Door Theater 
Company premiered Kern’s “Hellcab.”The play about a 
day in the life of a cabdriver ran for nearly 10 years and 
spawned the 1997 film “Chicago Cab.” 

Kern moved to Hollywood in ’96 and to Seoul in ’06, 
but he retains his Chicago ties. This week, Profiles 
Theatre presents the world premiere of his newest 
play, “Kid Sister,” a “modern dime-store novel” about 
a teen mom who plots a murder to fuel her dreams of 
‘American Idol” stardom. 

How’s the theater scene in Seoul? 

It’s really vibrant. They have a theater district called 
Daehangno. If you could imagine taking 90 percent of 
Chicago’s theaters and putting them all within a three- 
block radius and then surrounding all those theaters 
with bars and restaurants— Red Orchid next to Mary 
Aarchie, next to a restaurant, next to Redmoon, next 
to a bar, next to Profiles— it would be like that. There’s 
maybe 164 theaters in this one district, and they all 
seem to do really good business. 

“Hellcab” was based on your own cabdriving experi- 
ences. Where did the inspiration come from for “Kid 
Sister”? 

I’m kind of a true crime buff. I’ve been reading a lot of 
true crime and dime novels, and it’s interesting to me 
what people do for the things that they want. The light 


and dark elements of human nature fighting against 
each other— I find it very fascinating. 

There’s a scene in the play where one of the characters 
talks about this guy who wanted to kill his mother so 
that his girlfriend could get breast implants. And that’s 
a true story 

What’s it like collaborating long distance? 

I was in constant contact with {director Joe Jahraus to 
get the} bugs worked out of the script before rehears- 
als, and then fashioning the script to the strengths of 
the ensemble. The Profiles people are really excellent 
collaborators and I wanted them to feel free to take 
ownership of their roles. They put a lot of ideas into it, 


which was great — I didn’t want to be like, “My way or 
the highway,” or Mr. Ogre Playwright. {Laughs.} 

Any confusion between the play’s title and the 
Chicago-based rapper Kid Sister? 

I didn’t know that she’s from Chicago! I actually 
Googled her when I was making up the title. I was 
thinking about calling it “Little Sister,” but “Little Sister” 
is a Raymond Chandler book and I can’t use {an existing 
title} from one of the great noir writers, right? {Laughs.} 
{Her profile came up} and I thought, “Well, she’s a rap- 
per and this is a play and I don’t see how anybody would 
think that this would be the same thing.” And nobody 
from the Kid Sister camp has contacted me and said, 
“Hey wait a second, is this a play about a rapper?”

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Will work for wine? 
Jobs are out there 


Perhaps you or someone you know has thought about turning your 
passion for wine into a paying gig, but are not exactly sure how to 
break through, or even where to start. Working in the wine industry 
can be quite fun and rewarding, but as with any job it comes with 
its own set of challenges. Here are three of the most popular wine- 
related careers and a brief outline of what it takes to succeed in each 
position. 


Sommelier 

Sommeliers often begin their careers while working in restaurants 
as hosts or servers, then advance into management positions before 
eventually taking over the wine program. They are responsible for the 
purchases, maintenance, service, education and cost control of a wine 
list and beverage program. Sommeliers need to have a well-developed 
palate and knowledge of wine and know how to pair it with food. 
While the hours are long and a lot of time is spent on your feet, the 
rewards of the job include meeting winemakers, traveling and, of 
course, tasting some great wine. There is no official “school” for learn- 
ing how to become a sommelier, but there are certification programs 
available through the Court of Master Sommeliers (courtofms.org). 


Sales 

A wine salesperson works for a distributor or importer and is responsible for selling wine 
to restaurants, hotels and retail and grocery stores. Although the job takes you away from a 
restaurant setting, it still is demanding because the work demands developing and servicing 
accounts to meet sales goals. A good salesperson must have a well-developed knowledge of 
wine, be very organized and remain flexible and resilient. Salespeople often start their days 
early and spend a great deal of time on the road, but the upside is the hours allow for a normal 
home life in the evenings. 


Retail 

My first job in the industry was working in a wine store. I was responsible for helping custom- 
ers select wines, unloading boxes, stacking shelves and getting wines ready for shipment 
or delivery It was a great way to learn about wine in my early days. I was able to taste with 
purveyors, but the work was physically demanding and the pay was not so great. However, 
working in a retail environment allowed me “test the waters” to see if a career in wine was 
well- suited for me.
